At a meeting of a number of tho citi- 
zens of Victoria, held 9th Dec, 1H70, J. 
P. Davies, Esq., was called to tho Chair, 
John Grant acting' as Secretary. The 
following gentlemen wore appointed a 
Committee to witness and enquire into 
the cost of making stone by tho Leathers 
Patented Prooess, viz:

Tho Sub-Committee beg to report that 
they witnessed tho making by Mr. Lea- 
thers of an ornamental stoDe weighing 
forty pounds, tho sund and cement were 
prepared by him and tho stono made in 
tivo minutes. 

Then another stone of tho same sizo was 
made in one and a half minutes from 
sand and cement and solution previously 
prepared, the cost of labor and material 
for one such stono being twelvo cents, 
based upon the following calculations:

Cement 625fl)s '23 

Making of 7K> 8 ' stones — this boiug 
tho number of -it) lb. stones that 
can bo made from the above quan- 
tity.

Which sum shows that a f-tono of 40 lb. 
can bo produced by the Leathers' patent- 
ed process for about 12 1-10 cents. 

Chargeable against tho artificial stone 
would bo tho cost of moulds, hut any 
number can be moulded by the same pat- 
tern. 

By information obtained from a skilled 
workman tho sub-committee believo that 
it would cost tivo dollars and a half to cut 
and finish from natural sand stono one 
of like size aud ornamentation to tho ono 
made by Mr. Leathers costing 12 1-10 
cents.

^ LL applications for Privato Bills, properly tho 

subject of legislation by tho Legislative Assembly of 
Tlritlsh Columbia, within the purview of the "Drltlsh I 
North America Act, 1807." -whether for tho orcctlon 
of a Brldgo, tlio makln B of o Railroad, Turnpike Road 
or Telegraph Line; the construction or improvement 
of ailaibor, Canal, Loclt.Dam or Slide, or other likes 
work; the granting of » right of Ferry; the Incorpora- 
tion of any particular trado or oiling, or of any Joint 
Htock Co,; or otherwise for granting to any individu- 
al or individuals any exclusive or peculiar rights or 
privileges whatover, or for doing any matter or 
thing which in Its operation would affect tho rights 
or property „f other parties, or relato to any particu- 
lar class of tho community; or lor making any 
amendment of a like nature to any former Act,— 
shall require a Notice, clearly and dlstluctly specify- 
ing thn nature and object of tho application, to be 
published as follows: 

A notice Inserted In tho BRITISH Columbia Gazette 
and lb One newspaper published In the District af- 
fected, or if there be no newspaper published there, 
n, then in a newspaper in the next nearest District 
in which a newspaper Is published. 

Such notice shall bo continued In each caso for a 
licrlod of at least six weeks, during tho interval of 
tliuo between the close of tho next preceding Session 
and the consideration of tho Petition, 

Before any Petition, praying for leave to bring in a 
Trivato Bill foi the erection of a To:i Bridge is pre- 
sented to tho Houbo, the person or persons Intending 
to petltiou for such a Bill shall, upon giving tho no- 
tlce prescribed by tho preceding rule, also at tho 
same time and in the samo manner, give notice of 
tho rates which they Intend to ask, tho extont of the 
privilege, tho height of tho srehes. the Intirval bo- 
tween tho abutments or piers for tLo passage of rafts 
and vessels, and mentioning also whether they In- 
tend to erect a drawbridge or not, and tho dimen- 
sions of tho samo.

THE THIRD TERM CANDIDATE. 

Wa give elsewhere tun Mayor's tuldrpss 
to the Ratepayers. It sets forth in some- 
what florid langnago the claims that ho 
thinks ho 1ms upon the public: of Victoria 
for re-election to a position which he has 
done and is doing his beat to degrade. As 
might have beoa expected, His Worship 
assumes the role of a martyr, and wore the 
facts not entirely against him, would pro- 
bably succcod in obtaining a few sympa- 
thisers. Ho claims in the address to havo 
•'honestly and successfully" discharged 
his duties. This, wo say.is a bogus claim. 
Tho attempt to monopolize the James Bay 
water-supply disposes of the Mayors 
"bonesty" pretty effectually; aud tho 
"successful" part of his administration, 
wo suppose, will bo found to Ho in tho 
oxtraordiuarvfeat ho has performed. of 
presiding over tho expenditure of 8110,000 
of revenue and leaving little or nothing to 
show for it. That ho hus been "success- 
ful" from a moral or hygienic standpoint 
will scarcely be contended in the faco of 
two presentments within three days from 
tho Grand Jury. As a matter of fact, so 
unsuccessful has he been iu the discharge 
of tho simplest duties connected with tho 
high and responsible office that it is even 
whispered about that his own establish- 
ment has been invaded by thedread pesti- 
lence, and that one of his workmen is now 
an inmate of the pesthotise! Further on 
Hi3 Worship says he can point "with sat- 
isfaction as a result of his (my) tenure of 
otlice" of an Act for tho supply of water to 
tho City; the exteusiou of limits of tho 
Municipality; the supply of gas to the 
City; Protection to tho Fire Department; 
The establishment of the Board of Health; 
Government guarantee for construction of 
•water works." Unfortunately for the 
Mayor, tho facts are again opposed to 
him. "Tho Act for tho supply of the 
City with water" was passed in 1873, two 
years before before he came into otlice; 
gas was supplied to tho City in 1872, 
threo years ho had developed into 
a full-blown Mayor. Tho "protection" he 
says ho gave to tho Fire Department con- 
sisted, so far as we can learn, iu retaining 
the funds until the Delegates kicked up a 
dust, when the money was hi grudgingly 
handed over. Tho Board of Health was 
established by tho Mnsgravo Government 
in 18G9, when Mr. Drummond wasasnck- 
ing Councillor serving bis first term. Tho 
"Govornmout guarant.e of loan for tho 
construction of water works." Ah! thero 
our respected friend is quite at home. He 
is entitled to the credit of engineering the 
last loan of $50,000 through tho House. 
Humor says bo i3 entitled to tho credit of 
manipulating tho stock in such a masterly 
mnnuor that debentures that camo into 
his hands worth 850,000 when sold 
realized eight thousand less than their 
faco; and that in accrued interest and in- 
terest on temporary loans, the Oity paid 
19 per cent, for several months on the 
same debentures. Tho "impudent and 
mendacious charges" of The Colonist 
aro dealt with in the address. 
His Worship bursts forth as fol- 
lows. "Thoy (the charges) were less in 
tho nature of an attack upon me than thoy 
were in tho nature of a villainous insult to 
VO!(."

THE BBIOK-TOP CASE. 

Potor Martin, charged with assaulting, 
maiming, and wounding Eranois Boogan, 
a coustablo in charge, was arraigned. 
Prisoner pleaded not guilty and exercised 
the right of challenge; objectod to threo 
of tho jury oalled. 

Alexander Collier was chosen Foreman. 
Tho learned Judge, addressing tho pri- 
soner, said, as you aro not supposed to 
bo. acquainted with tho technicalities of 
of tho law, aud havo no counsel to defend 
you, I hvae to toll you that now is tho 
propor time to raiso objoction to tho juris- 
diction of tho Court; but I may inform 
you that your plea of "not guilty" raises 
the question of jurisdiction. Theprison- 
or horo asked that the TJ. S. Consul might 
bo summoned, to which request the Court 
would not agroo; but had no objection to 
that gentloniun being subpeonasd on tho 
behalf of the prisoner. 

Tho Attorney-General appeared for tho 
prosecution. 

Frank Boegan sworn — Was appointed 
at Cassiar as spociai const tblo to bring 
tho prisoner down to Victoria. On the 
3rd day aftor leaving wo landed from tho 
canoe to take refre-diuionts. Tho witness 
then proceeded to give particulars of tlio 
assault charged in tho indictment, with 
which tho public aro familar, in which ho 
showed how tho prisoner seized a gun, 
tired at him, and thou beat him with tho 
butt-end of the gun, breaking his should- 
er blade and disabling him. The prison- 
er, in justification of resisting, contend- 
ing that iho witness hud no authority to 
remove him from where ho was, it being 
United States Territory. 

Tho United States Consul at this stage 
of the proceedings entered the Court aud 
was invited to take u seat ou the Bench. 

Johu Sebastian Helmoken, M. I)., de- 
posod as to certain injuries and wounds 
that had boon inflicted upon tho witness 
Beegan. 

By tho Prisoner— Could that gun from 
a man who was manacled have inflicted 
tho wounds described? 

Witness thought that in tho hands of 
a strong man like the prisoner it could. 

Frank Beegan cross-examined by tho 
Prisoner — Got my authority to act as 
npoeial coustablo from A. W. Vowell, tho 
magistrate at Oassiar, and by hin authori- 
ty took you through American Territory. 
The alleged offence took placo on the 
banks of the Stiekoon River. Did not 
know tho dividing lino of British and 
American Territory. Drank liquor on 
the day the offence wjs committed; but 
did not recollect doing so before tho 
time of tho assault. Tho eross-exaniiua 
tion of the witnoss was permitted by the 
Court to extend to soma two hours dur 
ing which time an immense number of 
questions wero put by the prisoner that 
had little bearing on the case, but which 
latittido tho learned J udgo consented to 
give tho prisoner ou account of his being 
a foreigner and undefended. 

Tho Court here adjourned for an hour. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

By the Attorney General. — Was thoro 
any difference in tho food given between 
yourself and the prisoner? Answer — 
Thoro was no difference whatever. 

Tho Grand Jury horo came iuto Court 
and preferred an indiotmont against King 
and Brown for committing a nuisance; a 
truo bill against Symonds for committ- 
ing a rape; aud also handod in a further 
presentment. 

The "Brick Top" caso was then resum- 
ed. 

Henry Richardson, sworn — Was busy 
cooking when the prisoner seized the 
gun that Beegan had carelessly plaood in 
his way; prisonor then defied them to in- 
terfere with him, saying ho was on Anio 
rienu soil aud olaiuied freedom from ar- 
rest, being an American citizen. In the 
midst of tho nudeo between tho prisoner 
and BoegftD, Beegan asked mo to pull off 
his boots (laughter). Saw prisonor strike 
at Beegau and Beogan afterwards bleed- 
ing. Saw that tho gnu aftor tho blow was 
broken, which might havo struck tho pri- 
soner or a log. Boogan after this attack 
showed no signs sf his arm being disabled 
until reaching Wrangel. Witness was 
standing ready for action while tho pri- 
sonor and Beegan woro contending, but 
bad no weapons, bo stood passive during 
the altercation. 

Cross examined by prisoner — Witnoss 
heard Boogan onco say ho would bring 
prisoner to Victoria dead, and more than 
once threatened to shoot him. Had seen 
Beegan and prisoner playing sinch to 
gather; know well what whisky siaoh was. 

Tho learned Judge hero *aid prisoner 
must, not wado through a world of ques 
tious. Tho question baforo thorn was 
di 1 the prisoner commit tho assault in 
question. 

Witness — Did not think Beegan was 
sober on tho day of that assanlt. 

By tho Attorney-General — What caused 
tho expression from Beegan that he would 
bring tho prisonor down dead? Answer — 
Prisoner told Beegan ho was a tmitor. 

Tho Grand Jury bore again entered the 
Court and prof erred an indictment against 
Edward B nks for nuisance. 

Tho case pending was resumed. 

Charles H Ball deposed — Was passen- 
ger in a canoa with tho prisonor; the wit- 
nesses Beogan and Richardson had tho 
prisioner in charge; the prisoner was 
treated well by th in; saw a gun in tho 
prisoner's hands on tho day of assault; 
while Beogan was getting lunch, Richard- 
son came to say prisoner was gono. Boo- 
gan told Richardson to stm after him; 
Beegan took an axo aud joined in pursuit; 
heard tho report of a gun; found Beogan 
and prisoner botiind troos; thinking thoro 
was no danger to either of thorn, returned 
to tlio camp; did not soo tho prisoner at- 
tempt to strike Boegan; in his opinion 
Beegan was not drunk on that occasion; 
noticed afterwards that Beegan had what 
is called "a head on him" and was bleed- 
ing. Boegan said he thought his shoulder 
was broken. Boogaa was so aiclc from 
being attacked that ho engaged two Indi- 
ans additional to paddle tho canoe down 
to Wrangel. In a conversation, tho pris- 
onor boing present, Beegan stated tho 
prisoner had assaulted him, which pris- 
oner on that occasion did not deny. 

This closed tho caso for tho prosoou- 
tion. 

Tho prisoner in his dofenco said the 
jury should tako into consideration tho in- 
dignities ho bod roceivod from tho man 
Beegan, and that admitting ho did strike 
him, as represented in evidence, it was 
only in solf-dofenco. That was all ho bad 
to say. 

Tho Attornoy-Goneral then addressed 
the jury. 

Tho learned judgo summed up, and tho 
jury rettirnod a verdict of guilty ol aa- 



Tho Court than adjourned to 10 a. m. 
on Monday. 

Presentment of the Grand Jury. 

Wo have great pleasure in submitting 
the Presentment of tho Grand Jury pre 
sentod to the Couit on Thursday last. On 
looking over tho list of names of the 
Grand (Jury making thisj roport wo no- 
tice several now names. It is very grati- 
fying to find such an important document 
emanatin • from thorn. It is evidently tho 
rosult of considerable painstaking and 
evinces a desire to make Grand Juries 
valuable to the community. The Grand 
Jury are impressed with importance of 
tho sanitary condition of Victoria City, 
and consider it their duty to roport that 
upon medical authority and evidence they 
believe that the existence of smallpox 
may bo traced to tho "dance housos" as 
the principle source of that disease. 

"A case occurred in tho month of Sep- 
tember last when two men woroomployed 
to bury the body - of an Indian woman 
(who had died of smallpox) -which they 
left exposed near Clover Point and pawn- 
ed the clothes which afterwards appeared 
fir salo in this city. As tho parties con- 
cerned can be named tho Grand Ju>y sub- 
mit that tho Attorney-General should pre- 
pare an indictment ugainst them forthwith. 

"The drainage of the city is defective. 
Tho dwellings of Indians and Chinese are 
overcrowded, and theso and tho wash- 
houses aro the cause of an accumulation 
of filth detrimental to public health; und 
tho Grand Jury cannot separate without 
exprossi g a strong opinion that dance 
houses ought to be closed altogether, as 
both from medical aud police testimony 
they aro such a frightful source of ovil 
that no delay should take placo in abol- 
ishing them. 

"After a visit of inspection to the gaol 
the Grand Jury desire to report they 
found everything in good order.

ADDITION All PSESENTMENT. 

Tho Grand Jury made the following ad- 
ditional presentment yesterday: 

"Tho Grand Jury on further testimony 
wiew alarm the existenco and exten- 
sion of smallpox in tho city, and consid- 
ering t hat tho existing machinery has fail- 
ed to check the spread of the disease, tho 
Grand Jury respectfully call tho atten- 
tion of the Executive Government to 
Clause Gof Ord. 108, A.D , 1869, for pro- 
moting the public health in the Colony of 
British Columbia, and urge the Liout.- 
Govemor in Council to tike such other 
prompt action in the mutter as may be 
deemed necessary. 

"Some time in tho monlh of November 
or early in Dee'r a person was employ- 
ed to bury a smallpoxcase and while un- 
der the inbuenco of liquor left the body on 
tho sidewalk on Pandora street, and sub- 
sequently mixed with the public and 
boasted he w-uld give tho disease to any 
who wanted it. We request that an in- 
dictment be prepared forthwith.

If this bo con- 
suinatod within a roaBonablo period of 
timo tho prosont genoiation will roalizo n 
bright future for Bolliugham Bay, tho 
nearoat American port to tho torminus of 
tho great trans continental railway. In 
such event, tho Northern Pocilio Railroad 
would oxtoud its lino to this point, and 
by tho mutual facilities thus affordod tho 
trado and commorco of both countries, 
two groat cities would Bpring up ou this 
inland sea within thirty miles of each other 
—one at Bollinghnm Bay ami tho otho 
at Burrard Inlet." Fortunately, the "wise 
men of the East" have got their oyes opon 
to tho eventuality strongly described by 
tho Mall and aro not at all likely to imt- 
tato the fly in tho fablo by being caught 
in the web ; ;o skillfully prepared for their 
reception.

Tho sito selected 
should not bo far distant, ho that tho In- 
diaus could go back und fro to their work 
aud ulso to allow tho police to look nfter 
their proceedings while iu camp.

EUROPE. 

Constantinople, Dec. 14.— It is not 
truo that tho Marquis of Salisbury and 
lgnatrefl' agreed concerning the occu- 
pation of Bulgaria. Tho question has not 
been discussed. 

Bucharest, Doc. 13. — The Russians are 
forming a vast fortified camp at Baden, 
and work is going on night and day. 
Stores in great quantities aro accumulat- 
ing thoro. Largo barracks aro being con- 
structed at Taclezo and Uhghony. Im- 
mense 'quantities of bay are being stored. 

Vienna, Doc. 15.— A special to the Daily 
Ne\B» says Grand Duke Nicholas lias asked 
for a reservo force of 100,000 men, and 
their mobilization has already commenced 
at St. Petersburg and Moscow. 

It is said if Russian troops are oxpectod 
to enter Roumania shortly the movoment 
will not bo accompauied by declaration of 
war on Turkoy. 

London, Dec. 14. — A Vienna corres- 
pondent of tho Times reports that at the 
Wednesday sitting of the Conference the 
question of the cession of Speizza to Mon- 
tenegro was brought forward, but the 
proposition mot opposition on soveral 
sides. 

With regard to tho disarmament of 
Mohammedans Russia's views do not ap- 
pear, from what General Ignatieff says, as 
absolute as was supposed, the tondenoy 
boing to placo Christians and Mohammed- 
ans on tho eamo footing. RusBia's views 
about Bulgaria, however, are nioro ox- 
trerae. She seems to consider that all 
districts inhabited by Bulgarians should 
be considered as included in Bulgaria. If 
this view is accepted Bulgaria would com- 
prise more than half of Turkey. 

A special dispatch from Borlin states 
that thero is no prospect of a compromise 
between tho Government and Reichstag 
on judicial laws.
